WASHINGTON. Wl—The fed¬ 
eral government began today the 
moat gigantic task of its kind ever 
undertaken- the Job of setting up 
.social .security accounts for some 
26,000,000 workers. 

From 4.5,000 postoffices through¬ 
out the country, postmen set out 
with forms to bo delivered to 
.5.000,000 busine.ss establishments. 
Thus began the unprecedented op¬ 
eration of collecting the basic data 
for the old age pension .system ap¬ 
plying to workers in factorie.s, 
•shops, mines, mills, offices, stores 
and other such busine.ss establi.sh- 
ments. 

In Effect .Jan. 1 

The time for the creation of the 
mountainous files of information 
was growing- short, for the old age 
pension taxes- starting at 1 cent 
on each dollar of workers’ earn¬ 
ings up to $3000 a year, and 1 
rent for every dollar of the em¬ 
ployers’ payrolls will go into ef¬ 
fect Jan 1, 1937. 

The taxe.s will increase grad¬ 
ually until, beginning in 1949, they 
will be 3 per cent of wages and 
3 per cent of payrolls. The money 
is being collected to finance pen¬ 
sions. ranging from $10 to $8.') a 
month, to which the workeis will 
be entitled on reaching age 6~>. 

Plan Is Simple 

Vincent M. Milos, member of 
the social security board, explained 
the information-gathering oiiera- 
tion which the government began 
teday.

-west of Marseilles. 

Fire brigades and ambulances 
speeded to the factory. 

Heard For Miles 

The deafening explosion, at 4:45 
p. m., was heard for miles. 

Residents of nearby towns saw 
a column of flame and smoke 
shoot up from the grounds of the 
plant, on the outskirts of Saint 
Chamas. Flames quickly spread 
to the factory from the pov^der 
storehouses. 

The telephone operator in the 
village told the As.sociated Press 
that the director and technical ex¬ 
perts of the factory were missing 
and "there are hundreds wounded.” 

Ktiildings Wrecked 

Many buildings in Saint Chamas 
were leported wrecked by the 
force of the explosion. Windows 
10 miles away were broken. 

The telephone operator said: 
"Nobody knows how the explosion 
was set off. The town is de.serted. 
Everybody has gone to help the 
injured,” 

Tonight, authorities stopped all ;

Lima Crop Exceeds That 
Of Preceding Year 
By 400,000 Bags 


California this year will produce 
nearly one-half of the nation's 
beans, and Orange county, being 
a large producer of lima beans, 
will have a big part in that pro¬ 
duction. This was indicated today 
in a survey made public by the 
Associated Press. 

The lima production of 1,912,000 
bags shows a gain of about 400,- 
000 bags, said the report. The 
yield for other varieties of beans 
dropped. Nevertheless California 
this year will produce 40 per cent 
of the nation's beans as compared 
to less than 30 per cent la.st year. 

The state's sugar beet produc¬ 
tion is calculated at 2,002,000 tons. 
Grain hay dropped to 1,098,000 
tons. The total production of all 
time hay, however, is about the 
same as last year. 

The federal-state crop reporting 
service said practically all Cali¬ 
fornia crops had favorable har¬ 
vests.

The old age pensions are only 
one phase of the social security 
act, out the other parts, including 
unemployment insurance, non-con- 
ti'ibutory pensions for persons now 
aged and m need, help for depend¬ 
ent children and the blind, are ad¬ 
ministered by states, lather than 
the federal government. 

15 States Have Laws 

Under the unemployment insur¬ 
ance section, employers are sched¬ 
uled to pay on Jan. 1, 1937, a 1 
per cent federal tax on their 1936 
payrolls. However, employers in 
states which have federally-ap¬ 
proved unemployment insurance 
systems may credit payments to 
such systems against the federal 
tax, up to 90 per cent of the fed¬ 
eral tax. Money collected from 
employers in states which have no 
such systems will go into the cash 
account of the federal treasury, 
and may be used to help balance 
the budget. 

Miles, in his speech today, said 
15 states have unemployment in- 
■surance laws, and others are mov¬ 
ing to enact them. He said un¬ 
employment insurance will pro¬ 
vide a “sufficient safeguard for 
most of the unemployment that 
will occur” in times of minor de¬ 
pression, and when a major de¬ 
pression occurs the insurance will 
cut relief costs “very materially.’’

DANGERS TO 
DEMOCRACY 
OUTLINED 


LAGUNA BEACH.—Propagan¬ 
da disseminated b y so-called 
“pressure groups” constitutes the 
greatest danger to American de¬ 
mocracy, Professor W. Ballentine 
Hanley, dean of the School of Gov¬ 
ernment at University of Southern 
California, told members of the 
South Coast Improvement asso¬ 
ciation here Saturday night.

If human beings would make use 
of the knowledge available to them 
in rearing their young, a race of 
giants, physically and mentally, 
might be produced within a few 
generations.

Gave .Awa.v Gifts 
In visiting one village they were 
presented with gifts of food at 
every house they entered. Finally 
the donations grew so numerous 
they were not only a burden but 
a problem. Lamb said they con¬ 
fided in a motherly native woman 
who gave them .some practical 
advice. 

After that, a.s they walked 
along, they gave fruit, food and 
other items from their collections 
to pa.s.ser.sby. Those who had given 
them the pre.sent.s wore not 
angered. It was the custom, they 
di.scovered. They left the village 
with only an orange apiece. 

The Laguna Beach couple 
caught lots of fish and thc.se they 
traded to the natives for other 
food. Always, they said, they got 
the best of the bargain becan.se 
of the Golden Rule custom fol¬ 
lowed by the natives. 

Natives Offeiiiled 
On one occasion they were 
warned not to visit a certain tribe 
because it was hostile to for¬ 
eigners, e.specially Americans.

Scarlet fever is another disease 
which increases greatly with the 
opening of school. It is a disease 
of childhood. The susceptibility is 
especially great from birth to the 
eighth year and diminishes rapidly 
from that time on although it does 
occur in middle life. 

The di.sea.se is caused by a germ 
called "streptococcus hemolyti- 
cus,” which belongs to the blood 
poisoning or toxic group and is 
jmesent in the throat and nose of 
those having the di.sea.se. It is 
spread by discharges from the 
no.se and throat, but not infre¬ 
quently it is carricfl by the means 
of clothing, toys, books and per¬ 
sonal belongings and the infection 
may persist for a long time. 

It IS an extremely contagious 
d].sca.se, but many who are exposed 
to it are proof against the devel¬ 
opment. It seems to be a less 
serious disea.se of late years, but 
serious ca.ses appear unexpectedly 
at any time. 

Lack of knowledge and neglect 
arc the great eau.ses of serious re¬ 
sults in tlie.se diseases. 

If we can induce parents to sec 
that even the simplest sickness 
may be the beginning of a serious 
illne.ss and that neccs.sary [irecau- 
tions must be taken, we have ac¬ 
complished a great good. 

Any child tliat shows signs of 
sickness, even though it seems to 
be only a cold, should he placed in 
bed on a light diet while the de¬ 
velopments are watched. If recov¬ 
ery is not prompt, or the case pre- 
.sents some unusual symptoms, 
call your pliysician and turn the 
responsibility over to him.
